dhefe Jucceffes, however, proved as fhort-lived 
as they were ivivial. The army of Buonaparte 
had been reinforced by 25,000 men from La i en- 
dee ; that unfortunately celebrated country, thre’ 
which the combined powers fo long hoped to give a 
mortal wound to the French Repubtic, but waich 
has in fat proved the grave of the royalijis, and 
tue be/i nurjery of Republican foidiers. He with- 
drew his troops from Verona and concentrating his 
whole force, he marched witheut delay againji 
iWwurmjcr. buonaparte attacked the Anjirians at 
Lonado and Salo ; and, at the firfi of thefje places 
‘made 600 prijoners.and killed 2,000 men. On 
the 3dinji. te again attacked them in the whole 
extent of their fines at Lonado, Cajliglionue, 
and ‘iontechiaro; with fuch fucce/s as to have 
Ridled and wounded 2,000, iaken thirty field pie- 
ces, and made 6,000 prifoners, among whomwere 
two general officers, 

Wuat the particulars of the events which fie- 
ceeded this great vidory were, we have not yet 
dearnt; but juch has been their afionifhing and 
aweful refuit, thatin five days (probably from 
the firy to the 6thinfi,) twelve thonjand Aujirians 
have been made prifoners; fix thoujand have been 
willed, fewenty pieces of Cannon taken, and-théir 
Wise arity Compretedy Vouted and dijperjed.

HIGHLY IMPORTANT. 

From the London Morning Curonicle, Augnft 9. 
The following official note has been fent from the 

trench Minifier of Foreign Affairs to the Am- 

bajfador Barthelemy in Swifferland. 

*“* HE FRENCH Government is informed, that 
the Engiifh, after having flopped, duving the war, 
under the moft frivolous pietexts, every neutral 
veel, have juji given the mofbpofitive orders te 
the opmmanders of tneirghipeef war to seize, 
indifcriminately, all the cargoes which they may 
Sippofe to be defined for the French. 

‘“* Whatever injury France may have fuf'ained 
from this condud, fhe has, neverthelefz, continued 
to give the only example of the mo/t inviolable ref- 
pect for the Law of Nation:, which conflitutes the 
pledge and fecurity cf theiv civilization. But af- 
ter having long tolerated the offence of this machi- 
avelian fyfiem of policy, fhe at length finds herfclf 
compelled, by the. moft urgent motives, to have 
recourfe to reprifals againji England, 

** The Executive Diredtory therefore orders all 
the political agents of the French Republic.te in- 
form the different governments that the {juadrons 
and privateers of the Republic will a againfi the 
fhips of every country, in the fame manner in 
which thofe gevernments fuffer the Englifh to act 
again{t them. 

“This meafure ottght not to furprife them, 
fince it would be very eafy to demonfirate, that it 
is imperioufl, prefcribed by neceffity, and is only 
the effed of a lawful defence. If thefe powers 
had known how to make their commerce ref{pected 
by the Englifh, we fhould have had ne occafion te 
have recourfe to this affidive extremity. 

“They will reeollet, that the Kepublic. of 
France, ever generous, propofed to all the Belii- 

erent Powers toref{ped commerce ! but that this 
Dadoftion, honerable to the Govertiment which 
maze it, and didated by the wofl pe*v{ett philaa- 
thropy, was rejeded with pride by a Government 
accujiomed to treat with contempt the mofi facred 
laws of humanity, &c.”’

place flattery ; what can the pretend of delicate af- 
fection to referve for her hufband ? It is impoifible a 
man of fenfe, or of the leaft refinement, can efteem 
a creature fo public.—Well fays Dr. Young,

A married lady who dreifes for the public, cannot 
wonder if coldnefs and contempt from her hufband 
follow very faft; and that the fmalleft faults, on 
both fides, are as much magnified as their perfections 
were before marriage. 


The difapprobation you exprefs for cards, gives me 
the moft promiling hopes that yoa will not, on any 
account, fall into that fathionable diffpation. “* A 
youth of folly,” lam convinced, you have hitherto, 
and will aveid, as we!] as what Mr. Pope adds in the 


fame line, “ An old age of cards.” 


One would think this pernicious and fenfelefs amufe- 
ment was calculated only to interrupt converfation, 
and to put men of fenfe and coxcombs on the fame 
level. . There is no ftrottger inftance of the tyranny of 
avarice over the human pind, than this paffion for 
cards, which feems fo prevalent as to have deftroyed 
every other. One fees the moft tender, the ftrongeft 
conneGions of love and hiner 5 yield to this ama— 
zing infatuation |! How commen is it to fee twe people 
who bave the greateft cfteem for each other, ne fooner 
fic down to this important decifion of their fate, bur 
they labour fer each other's ruin, with a!) the eageragls 
and affiduity of the moft inveterate haired and im- 
placable revenge ! This thirft of gain (tor it is no 
other) is not confined to the needy and neceflitous ; 
fer onc fees the rich are in general moft infatuated 
with this paffion ; and, though they cannot enjoy even 
what they have, yet often give themfelvcs up to dei- 
pair, from a defire; equally bjanfcable and ridiculous, 
to have more, 


An ingenious author remarks, that “that if the in- 
fatiable paflion for gaming continues, it Were as weil 
that our public fchools and univeriities were prohibit— 
ed; and other feminarics inftixured for the inftruction 
of our children, where they might be taught quadrille, 
whift, &c. By thismethod our girls would be trained 
up to make a figure in the world, aad the parenis of 
fons faved the trouble and great expence of a boy's 
education.” As to drefs, you will continue, Idoubt 
not, to be exquilitely delicate in that article 5 and I 
know you will always prefer an elegant finiplicity, 
which will beft thew your tafte and delicacy, to a load 
of finery and tawdry ornaments; as Swift fays, “I 
know you are both utter coniemners of that kind of 
diftinction which a finer petticuat can give you ; be- 
caufe it neither makes youricher, handfomer, younger, 
petter-natured, more wife. or virtuous, than if it 
hung upon a peg.” Many women little imagine how 
snuch drefs is expreflive of their characters 5 vanity, 
Jevity, fluttifhnefs, often appearthrough it. An old 
Spanith prove:b fays, “Tell me what books a man 
reads, and what company he kseps, ands will tell you 
svat manner of man he is 7’ Buc l think we may 
with greater propriety fay, tell me how fuch an one 
dreflcs, and I will tell you what fort of man he is. 
it would be a more certain way to difcover the fecret 
bias of each perfon ; it is akin of index -to the mind, 
Apon the tage you fee the. mot exact and ftricteft ai- 
tentionis paid to what they call drefling their charac- 
ters. The fop hashis folitaire—the Quaker her pinched 
cap and littie black hood—the courtezan is decked 
with every tawdry ornament to allure.--The moft 
perfect: elegance of drefs appears always mo eafy, 
and the leaft ftudied. ‘Il need not remind you to ac- 
cuftom yourfelvyes to an habitual neatnefs; aad I 
know you W ill alwaystemember, that cycn your mot 


cafelefs uhdiehs be Fach, that you need not be afhamed 
of appearing before any company. The fineit woman 
in the world thews “her beauty moft by~ endeavouring 
to conceal it. 


Be particularly careful to receive your hafband’s 
friends with cheerfulneis, and exert every fictle aili- 
duity to oblige them. Entertain theft with your 
choiceft mufic: chufe for their amufement. the snoft 
agreeable fwrbjeéts of converfarion, and ftudy in what 
manner you can oblige them moft, Drefs your virtue 
in fmiles, and remember that cheerfulnefs is the na- 
tural garb of innocence. 


How différent was the behavicur of the fimpl¢e Mrs. 
L— who, whenever her hufband unexpectedly brought 
home a friend todinner, received him with the face of 
a fury, inftead of fmiles of welcome and complacen- 
cy. Yoa know how foon fhe Joft her huffand’s efteem 5. 
and it would have been more wonderfnl, if, with a 
behaviour fo diiobliging, fhe could have preferved it, 

The affe&tion you bear your hufbands, will induce 
you to fhew a particular fatisfa@tion when their en- 
gagements admit their being much at home 5 but never 
fhew the leaft difeontent-at their going abroad, or 
peeviihnefsat an abfence longer than you might ex- 
pect. Men naturally love pleafure and liberty ; and 
the idea that they are limited in cither, they will aci- 
ther bear hor fergive. Lf a woman is fo unhappy 2s to 
be left fora contiderable time by a livertine hutband, 
fhe would do wifely to harbour no fentimenis of re- 
fentment. She fhould remember the faults, the follies 
of her hufband, is her fhining time ; then ihe mult 
exert her virtues—then muft her patience, her mild-, 
nefs, her refignatien, appearin the moft confpicuous 
lights. To overcome evil with good, is a tiiumph 
worthy of an angel. 


The exemplary behaviour ef Lady $ yim this 
refpect, can never be too much applauded) When 
her protiigate hufband returned from a journey to 
France, where ke had long been with an abandoned 
woman, Lady $ received him without reproof or 
even contplaint. ‘ Come, my love, (faid fhe) let me 
lead you to the nurfery, to your httle ones: during 
your abfcnce (have been teaching our little Billy to 
lifp your name; and your darling Fanny {fhaii img 
your favourite fong ; you will be delighted with their 
feveral little imprevements, with the dawnings of 
their Infant reafon.”” Her patience, tendernels, and 
mild virtue were the on'y means of regaining the heart 
of this gay hnfband.. On her. fricnds often expreffing 
their afloaiihment at her moderation under the greatett 
4S provocations, fhe caimly replied, “fhe pitied, and 
iooked upon his failings as her own.” —Nor could the 
utmoft fourncfs and il] natnre of his behaviour, induce 
herto fhew any indignation: initead of which fhe 
frequently addrefled an gmphatic prayer to Heaven in 
his behalf: “ Pity him, O thon Father of mercies ; 
fhew him the madnefs of bis proccedings : fhew him 
the bafenefs of his purfuits ;—O fave him from his 
prefent infamy, and everiafting perdition !’—Heaven 
has rewarded the tranfcéendam virtues of this admira- 
ble woman, by making her bufband'a convert to her 
excellence. 








Never ufe referve in difclofing your fentiments to 
your bufbands ; on ithe contrary, unbofom your minds 
to them with the utmoft confidence ; fuipicion in this 
cafe would be criminal,—-Confult them on all occa- 
fions s—open all your gri fs-;—afk their opinions, and 

¢ guided by their counfels, but, however candid you 
may be in difcluiing your own affairs, never reveal the 
feerets of afriend; they are facred depofits, which 
you have no right to reveal. A married woinan ofted 
believes fhe muaft and ought to communicate all fhe 
knows to her hufband 3 but thy fecrets ofa friend fe 
is not.obliged to divulge—and it fhould be diflionora- 
vie to difclofe them.
